INDUSTRY TRENDS 


The annual report just issued by 


the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen showed the average dollar 
volume of nursery business based on 
dues payments was 3.8 per cent 
higher than in 1958-59. This fol- 
lowed an increase of only .5 per cent 
the previous year. 

The greater part of the increase in 
the dollar volume of sales was prob- 
ably due to a larger physical volume 
of sales, although price increases 
were noted in some types of plant 
materials. This conclusion is substan- 
tiated by the association’s survey of 
nursery catalogs for 1960 showing 
the price index increased over 1958- 
59. Considering prices in 1940 spring 
nursery catalogs on the basis of 100, 
the 1960 price index figures for 
wholesale prices on standard fruits 
was 364, compared with 385 in 1959; 
for small fruits, 380, compared with 
352, and for ornamentals, 290, com- 
pared with 299. 

Retail nursery stock prices on 
standard fruits rose to 387 in 1960, 
as against the 363 price index figure 
in 1959; there was a jump to 364 
from 332 on small fruits, and the or- 
namentals price index rose only to 
327 from 323. 

In the mail-order nursery trade, 
the 415 price index figure for stand- 
ard fruits contrasted with that of 
408 in 1959; a 510 figure for small 
fruits was an advance from 481, and 
ornamentals showed a drop to 331 
from 336. 

Thus it is seen in recent years that 
the competition in ornamental stock 
and somewhat in standard fruits has 
tended to depress the wholesale 
prices, while the prices of small 
fruits have continued to increase. At 
retail, ornamental stock prices have 
remained steady, while prices of 
small and standard fruits are increas- 
ing. Mail-order prices for ornamen- 
tals are steady and for standard and 
small fruits they appear to be on the 
upswing. 


The Mirror 


GARDEN STORE COURSE 


The success of the first short 
course held for garden store oper- 
ators at the University of Minnesota, 
briefly reported on another page, 
was ample evidence of the benefit to 
be derived by the trade from such an 
event, and ultimately by the public. 

The attendance of 260 embraced 
not only the operators themselves, 
but also their entire staffs in some 
instances. 

‘The review of recommendations as 
to the plants sold to the public, the 
methods of handling them and the 
advice as to their maintenance in 
gardens supplied not only instruc- 
tions to the audience, but particulars 
which they could hand on to their 
customers in response to inquiries. 
Obviously, the better posted are gar- 
den store employees and the better 
informed is the public, the more suc- 
cess will be achieved in home gar- 
dens, with a consequent demand for 
more nursery products. 





FANTASTIC FIGURES 


Estimates of mounting population 
provide encouraging material for 
national sales managers and others, 
though posing problems for sociolo- 


gists, educators and highway plan- 
ners. But more important will be 
the living standards and the degree 


of prosperity of the population a 
decade or two decades from now. 

Similarly, fantastic figures esti- 
mating the number of dwellings 
which are needed, or will be needed, 
by our present or future population 
are useful to labor union leaders and 
Congressmen seeking larger housing 
appropriations by the welfare state, 
and they are also encouraging to the 
sellers of materials and services in 
the construction field. 

Perhaps both these types of fig- 
ures forecast an optimistic outlook 


for the nursery industry as a whole. 
We certainly hope so. But to the 
individual nurseryman there are 


problems of selling and making 
profits more definite than such fig- 
ures, some of which appear to be 
picked at random. 

The present and future of the 
community in which he resides and 
does business is more important to 
the nurseryman, and whether he 
wears a smiling or gloomy aspect 
depends upon whether his is a pros- 
perous or a depressed area. The type 
of citizens there, their homes, their 
tastes and their prosperity are of 
still more account. They not only 
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deserve, but require, his study in 
appraising the season, as well as the 
years ahead. 

The types of plants he will sell, 
the character of the labor he can 
employ, the type of service he must 
give, and his own attitude toward 
it, all are factors in his success near 
at hand. Congressional debate may 
deal in glittering generalities, but 
nurserymen wish to get down to 
earth, down to the very soil, for 
there is their immediate interest and 
profit. 





COMMON NAMES 


Newcomers in the nursery field, 
like novice gardeners, may be con- 
tent to apply common names to their 
plants, but as time passes and experi- 
ence increases, they learn the im- 
portance of Latin, or botanical, 
names, difficult as some of them are 
to pronounce or to spell. After one 
has purchased plants under two dif- 
ferent common names and dis- 
covered that they are one and the 
same, he seeks more accurate identi- 
fication. 

While the common names are as 
closely distinguishing as botanical 
names in some instances, this is not 
the general rule. Common names 
often vary according to locality, and 
the same plant may have a half- 
dozen or even a dozen aliases over 
the country. 

For many plants, however, there 
is nO common name, unless some 
local salesman or inspired catalog 
writer ambitiously coins one. Such 
action on their part,. however, is 
likely to lead to trouble for all con- 
cerned, since some buyers will per- 
sistently wish to know just what 
plants they bought, and then the 
name coiner is up against it. When 
early compilers of “Standardized 
Plant Names” sought to provide 
each plant in the book with a com- 
mon name, to be identified with the 
botanical name, their arduous labor 
was unappreciated and in vain. 

So it should be clear that anyone 
aspiring to advance in the nursery 
business, or even as a gardener, 
should early provide himeself with 
a pocket dictionary of plant names, 
if he has no cyclopedia of garden- 
ing. If he attempts to learn the 
meaning of some of the principal 
scientific terms, so that he has an 
understanding of botanical nomen- 
clature, he will find the Latin names 
much more interesting and not s0 
difficult to master.

Storm Proves a Point at Rochester 


Well-selected and properly used 
street trees not only contribute much 
to the aesthetic character of any 
community, but also serve to en- 
hance property values. However, 
poorly chosen and misplaced species 
often prove costly liabilities instead 
of assets, and trees having inherent 
structural defects and physiological 
weaknesses should be used with con- 
siderably more discretion than has 
been observed in the past. 

Well-appointed street and avenue 
plantings, consistent with regional 
conditions, give pleasing, satisfactory 
service at minimum expense, but 
carelessly planned street tree pro- 
grams, archaic in concept and con- 
ducive to constant conflict with exist- 


ing factors, inevitably result in 
troublesome, costly maintenance 
problems. 


In areas where winter storms cause 
heavy icing and excessive accumula- 
tion of clinging snow, severe damage 
to poorly adapted species is an an- 
nual occurrence. While the extent of 
damage varies with the frequency 
and severity of such storms, trees 
with branch structures best able to 
withstand overloading have proved 
their worth in minimizing winter 
damage. 

A Case in Point 


One of the most pointed object les- 
sons in the fallacy of using, and espe- 
ally overplanting, huge, weakly 
structured trees was seen in the

Rochester, N. Y., area this past win- 
ter, when extreme icing conditions 
overloaded thousands of trees to the 
breaking point. 

City streets and suburban roads 
were littered with fallen branches, 
and traffic was widely impeded when 
towering trees collapsed under tons 
of ice. Utility lines suffered such 
widespread damage that over 15,000 
homes were without heat and/or 
light for days, and telephone service 
was greatly impaired. Emergency 
crews worked around the clock clear- 
ing streets and restoring power serv-

ices, and it will be many months be- 
fore city workers have completed 
“cleaning up” street trees. 

Although these combined efforts of 
local public service departments and 
utility companies serving the crip- 
pled communities were unusually 
costly, because of the extent and se- 
verity of this storm, it should be real- 
ized that but few winters fail to 
bring climatic extremes, in many 
parts of the temperate zone, that 
burden localities with highly expen- 
sive and hazardous maintenance 
work. 

Granted, that damaging storms 
are the exception rather than the 
rule and that extreme conditions are 
rarely experienced, but what guar- 
antee can one possibly have that next 
winter will not bring even more de- 
structive storms, or that several such 
tree-crippling storms will not strike 
in any one season? Since municipali- 
ties and homeowners must cope with 
these climatic menaces, it is well to 
consider carefully the expensive 
maintenance problems they can and 
often do impose. 

Even a cursory survey of winter 
storm damage reveals some pertinent 
factors. First, and of importance be- 
cause it is something that can be 
remedied, is the fact that by far the 
most extensive and costly damage is 
invariably caused by outsize, break- 
age-prone, misplaced trees. Second, 
and this too can be eliminated to a 
large extent, the considerable break-

Significant Comparisons 


Conclusive proof of the advan- 
tages gained through the use of up- 
right forms was apparent in the rela- 
tive damage sustained during the 
Rochester storm by these types and 
by larger, spreading species. Even 
the upright clones of Ulmus ameti- 
cana, used to eliminate some of the 
maintenance work required by typi 
cal seedlings (before Dutch elm dis- 
ease was rampant) came _ through 
with but little breakage compared to 
street plantings of seedlings in the 
same vicinity.

Steady Stream of Visitors 


The less-than-perfect weather on 
the day of the demonstration — over- 
cast and cold — discouraged specta- 
tors from staying any length of time, 
but a steady stream of onlookers vis- 
ited the site all day long. Each of 
them was given a reproduction of the 
landscape plan being followed, and 
a loud-speaker kept them informed of 
the progress of each crew of work- 
ers. Representatives of the Sieben- 
thaler Co. were also on hand to an- 
swer spectators’ questions. 

Added publicity was given the 12- 
hour transformation in radio and tel- 
evision news coverage and in a news- 


paper report, including before and 
after pictures of the planting site, 
that appeared the following day. A 
full-color film of the entire demon- 
stration will be edited by the Sieben- 
thaler Co. for use in its sales work 
and will be made available for show- 
ing by civic groups and garden clubs.

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Sorting the Woody Ornamentals 


Dogwoods Yield 
Varied Foliages, 


Flowers, Fruits

The members of the genus cornus 
contain some of the best ornamental 
shrubs and small trees available for 
the north. Every nurseryman grows 
dogwoods, for they are easily propa- 
gated, quickly grown. There are ap- 
proximately 45 species and varieties 
being offered by American nursery- 
men, and there are over 65 now be- 
ing grown in the Arnold Arboretum. 
Aside from the arboretums of the 
country, one of the best dogwood 
plantings in America is the Dogwood 
drive in Cedarbrook park, Plainfield, 
N. J. Here a firm attempt has been 
made to grow all the dogwoods avail- 
able for this particular climate and 
to mold them into an interesting 
ornamental planting. 


Dogwoods at Valley Forge 


People familiar with Valley Forge, 
in Pennsylvania, know that thou- 
sands of flowering dogwoods and 
some of their varieties have been 
planted over these rolling hills as 
a memorial to the men who fought 
and suffered there in the Revolution- 
ary War. These trees are beautiful 
every season of the year, but are

conspicuous when in flower, 
many interesting variations can 
learly seen. 
1e merits of the dogwoods are 
so well known that it is unnecessary 
to sing their praises here. I should 


like to caution growers, however, to 
make certain that their various of- 
ferings in this particular genus are 
true to name. Recently, several glar- 


ing examples of incorrectly named 


stock have been brought to my at- 
tention. 

Cornus alba sibirica is badly 
mixed in the trade. This was brought 


to my attention several years ago by 
John Wister. We obtained plants 
from 15 or 20 American nurseries 
and nearly 10 in Europe before we 


found what is the true variety sibir- 
ica—the one with unusually bright 
red bark on twigs and branches in 
the winter. Since that time, one or 
two clones have been named that are 
practically identical. 

\nother plant which large grow- 
ers might well check is Cornus sto- 


lonifera. In this the pith of the 
twigs is white, not brown as it is 
in C. amomum. However, several

other shrubby dogwoods are closely 
similar, and it is best to identify 
definitely such plants with both flow. 
ers and fruits. Dogwoods of these 
shrubby types can often hybridize 
easily, and when they are grown 
from seeds, hybrids can creep in. 
Cornus stolonifera is a good native 
ornamental, of use especially in moist 
to wet soil situations. There are other 
red-twigged dogwoods that are de. 
cidedly mediocre and need not be 
grown for ornamental use, and it is 
these which have been inadvertently 
mixed with both C, alba sibirica and 
C. stolonifera. 

There is a trend now to name 
many clones of Cornus florida. This 
is as it should be, if done properly. 
Ilex opaca is native over a great deal 
of the area where Cornus florida is 
native, and in the past 30 years or 
more varieties of this species have 
been selected as clones, named and 
propagated asexually. It has been 
found that a variety of Ilex opaca 
that may be outstanding in Virginia 
may not grow at all well in Massa- 
chusetts, and the reverse may be true 
also. So, there may be a need for 
some of the varieties of American 
holly that are now commercially 
available. 

The same thing may become true 
of Cornus florida. It behooves every 
nurseryman interested in growing 
large numbers of this species and its 
varieties to be careful in selecting the 
best growing clones for his area. 


Test New Clones 


On the other hand, the miscella- 
neous naming of mediocre varieties 
will only lead to confusion. Theré is 
some evidence that this is happening 
with certain varieties of Cornus flor- 
ida that have been quickly named, 
widely propagated because they were

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“new” and then found to be wanting 
in desirable ornamental qualities. It 
takes many years properly to grow 
and test a tree valued for its flowers 
and fruits, and, in my estimation, 
none should be quickly named with- 
out good trials in several places un- 
der varying conditions, A personal 
experience might emphasize this: 

A few years ago I “found” an 
unusually large-flowering form of 
Cornus kousa growing in a neigh- 
bor’s garden. We took pictures of 
the flowers and compared them with 
what was being grown in the Arnold 
Arboretum as Cornus kousa as well 
as C. kousa chinensis. This new 
“find” had larger bracts, but when 
I told this to the gardener who had 
lived on the place for many years, 
he laughed and explained that it 
ought to be unusually vigorous for it 
was growing right over the cesspool 
area. We made many cuttings and 
are going to grow the plants resulting 
under several conditions, but my as- 
sumption is that when grown away 
from its highly fertile “home” this 
variety will prove to be no better 
than others. The proof will be, how- 
ever, the size of the flowers of the 
trees grown in other locations, and 
it will take time. If the flowers of 
the young trees are the size of the 
parent, then it will be a plant worth 
waiting for. 

It will be found there are over 40 
dogwoods in the recommended list. 
It is extremely difficult to reduce 
the list further. For those who do 
not approve of plants with varie- 
gated leaves, 11 more might be re- 
moved, but many individuals like 
plants with some small variegation 
in the leaves. So, each grower can 
take this suggested list and make 
his own selections from it, further 
to reduce the number of species and 
varieties he grows for sale. 


Recommended List of Cornus 


Following the name of each rec- 
ommended species or variety appear 
its natural height at maturity ex- 
pressed in feet, its hardiness zone, 
its place of origin and, in some cases, 
its common name. 

C. alba argenteo-marginata, 9, Z 2 
—Leaves with a creamy-white mar- 
gin, more vigorous than C. alba Si- 
birica Variegata. Specimens do vary 
and some variegations go deeper— 
some parts all the way to the mid- 
rib. 

C. alba gouchaulti—Leaves mar- 
gined with yellow, stained with rose, 
duller than C. alba spaethi, but with 
More rose and green in the center. 

C. alba sibirica—Young twigs a 
brilliant coral red. This is one of the 
best shrubs for bright red twigs. It

is unfortunate that it is badly mixed 
in the trade with mediocre forms 
frequently being offered under this 
name. Fruits white. 

C. alba spaethi—Leaves are varie- 
gated irregularly with deep yellow. 
One of the handsomest of all the 
variegated dogwoods and_ perhaps 
the most effective of all variegated 
shrubs, according to W. J. Bean. 

C. alba Westonbirt—A variety 
with red twigs, probably no better 
than true C. alba sibirica. This varie- 
ty was renamed Coral Beauty by an 
American nurseryman when it was 
first imported to the United States. 

C. amomum, 9, Z 5, eastern U. S.,

silky dogwood—Because this is na- 
tive over a large area of the eastern 
United States it should probably 
be included here, but the twigs are 
a duller red than those of C. alba 
sibirica and the fruits are bluish or 
grayish, not white. 

C’.. canadensis, 9, Z 2, eastern N. 
Amer., bunchberry—A low, red-ber- 
ried ground cover, doing best in acid 
soils and the cool, moist atmosphere 
of the mountains. 

C. capitata, 40, Z 8, China, ever- 
green dogwood—F lower clusters with 
four to six pale yellow bracts, one 
and one-half to two inches long. A

Planting the Interior Landscape

Mr. Curto gave a word of cav- 
tion to nurserymen and _ landscape 
gardeners—there is a great differ- 
ence between the culture of outdoor 
plantings and the culture of inte- 
rior plantings. Plants are small to 
start with outdoors, and the desire is 
to have them grow rapidly. The re- 
verse situation is true with interior 
plants. Plants should be selected 
that are attractive and will produce 
the desired effect immediately. It is, 
therefore, imperative to use plants 
of suitable size. Then the trick is to 
maintain a slow growth rate. 
Before attempting an_ interior 
planting job, a landscape gardener 
should know some of the essentials 
of interior design. First, the contain-

er or planting box should be consid- 
ered. The depth and size are dictat- 
ed by the size of the area in which 
the container will be used. In gen- 
eral, the container should be of 
suficient depth (18 inches mini- 
mum) to allow the use of fair-size 
plants. The container should be ab- 
solutely waterproof, so that no wa- 
ter will drip on rugs, walls, etc. The 
inside of the planter should be of an 
impervious nature which will not 
affect plant growth; copper or a 
paint that will not produce harmful 
fumes is satisfactory. 

Light is also an important factor 
in the growth of foliage plants. Mr. 
Curto pointed out that most foliage 
plants are tolerant of reduced light, 
but sufficient light is necessary. It 
makes little difference to the plants 
how they get this light—natural and

artificial light are equally satisfac- 
tory. However, if enough natural 
light is not available, it must be 
supplemented with artificial light, 
either fluorescent or incandescent. 
For most varieties a light in- 
tensity of 25 to 50 foot-candles is 
desirable. Light intensity can be 
measured in foot-candles by multi- 
plying the reading from a Weston 
light meter by four, when the meas- 
urement is taken against a white 
background, such as a sheet of white 
paper. The artificial lights should be 
incorporated into the architecture, 
so as not to be conspicuous. 
Planting Methods 

The next step in the execution of 
an interior design, according to Mr. 
Curto, is the reasonable selection of 
plants to be incorporated. In the

planting procedure, the first step is 
to fill the container with moist peat, 
then plunge the plants, pots includ- 
ed, into the peat. The peat should 
be soaked previously to filling the 
container. Other media may be 
used, such as vermiculite or sphag- 
num moss, but peat is ideal. The 
plants can be better conditioned to 
withstand dry conditions if they are 
left in their original pots. 

For maintenance of interior plant- 
ings, there is a training phase in 
which the landscape gardener is 
trying to inure the plants to a dry 
culture. The plants have previously 
been growing under conditions of 
high relative humidity, ample mois- 
ture, high light and ample fertilizer, 
but in the interior planting the plant 
will be growing under different

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Parklike Setting Designed 
For Michigan Center 


An inviting, open, parklike en- 
vironment was the accomplishment 
in the landscape plans developed for 
the Eastland Regional shopping cen- 
ter, a $25 million project in the city 
of Harper Woods, 12 miles northeast 
of downtown Detroit, Mich. The 
planting for this integrated retail 
community of 73 stores, opened in 
1957, received a national award in 
the 1960 industrial landscaping con- 
test of the American Association of 
Nurserymen. 

Eastland Center, Inc., a subsidi- 
ary of the J. L. Hudson Co., Detroit 
department store firm, developed 
and built the center, supervises the 
properties and controls the develop- 
ment of the contiguous areas. Ed- 
ward A. Eichstadt, Eichstadt-John- 
son Associates, Detroit, was the land- 
scape architect, and the Charles J. 
Irish Co., Detroit, was the landscape 
contractor. 

The compact cluster of eight 
buildings that forms the business 
center consists of low, single-story 
structures arranged around three 
sides of a central unit that has sev- 
eral floors; the grouping gives the 
shopping center greater length than 
breadth. A 75-acre parking area 
completely surrounds the center. 
There is no front nor rear to the 
project, which is designed to present 
an attractive entrance to the visitor 
from any direction. The larger 
stores are designed with two en- 
trances. One faces the parking lot; 
the other faces inner courts or malls, 
which separate all buildings. How-

Grass seed used in planting the 
lawn areas totaled 3,500 pounds. Sod 
laid on tunnel banks amounted to 
4,300 yards. Other planting supplies 
used included 200 flowering trees, 
493 foliage trees, 7,964 shrubs and 
evergreens and 6,725 ground cover 
plants. In addition to these perma- 
nently planted items, 25,000 tulips 
were planted in one fall and 10,000 
annuals and perennials were used 
in a season. 

The irrigation system required 
35,015 feet of piping and 858 sprin- 
kling heads.

Chemical Weed Control in the Nursery 


Nurserymen everywhere are tak- 
ing a closer look at chemical weed 
control and considering the use of 
new herbicides that offer even great- 
er promise for lowering labor costs. 
Granular simazin, for instance, has 
kept areas weed free up to one year 
without apparent injury to nursery 
stock. If it is applied during the 
dormant season, a greater portion of 
workers’ time during the busy season 
may be utilized to increase income. 

Any method that reduces the cost 
of weed control and/or frees men 
for other work, especially during the 
busy season, is worth investigating 
and trying on a limited scale. Within 
the foreseeable future, as new chemi- 
cals are introduced and more is found 
out about those already in use, a 
point will be reached at which chem- 
ical weed control will be as much a 
part of a nursery operation as plow- 
ing and cultivating. 

It is, therefore, necessary to keep 
abreast of work being done and to 
find out firsthand how these mate- 
rials work. Several herbicides show 
promise and may be considered for 
trial use. 


Know Your Weeds 


The first consideration in weed 
control is an evaluation of the prob- 
lem. A general survey of the nursery 
should be made and the weed species 
noted. This will serve as a guide in 
making the correct herbicide selec- 
tlon. 

Simazin, atrazine and diuron con- 
trol a wide variety of weeds; how- 
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ever, they are not effective against 
chrysanthemum weed, Artemisia vul- 
garis. It is important to select one 
that will control the weeds present 
without injury to nursery stock. 

Applying the herbicide at the cor- 
rect time is essential for achieving 
best results. Pre-emergence herbi- 
cides must be applied in established 
nursery plantings before weeds have 
germinated and when the soil is 
moist. 

For preplanting weed control (soil 
sterilization) with chemicals such as 
vapam, V.P.M., methyl bromide or 
others, it is necessary for the soil to 
be fitted and ready for planting. In 
addition, the soil temperature should 
be 50 to 60 degrees Fahrenheit at a 
depth of seven inches. 

For convenience and more efficient 
management, applications of granu- 
lar herbicides for pre-emergence 
weed control can be made from Sep- 
tember until the following spring be- 
fore weed seed germination takes 


place. 
Granular herbicides for _ pre- 
emergence weed control in estab- 


lished nursery plantings appear to 
be the most satisfactory and feasible 
with respect to plant safety and ease 
of application. 
Many Types of Equipment 

Modifications of existing machin- 
ery may possibly be utilized for the 
application of granulars. The Skibbe 
spreader (a tractor-mounted granu- 
lar applicator using the Cyclone 
spreader principle) may prove use- 


ful in large operations. For smaller 
nurseries and for trial plots, innova- 
tions on smaller machinery may be 
used. 

One innovation devised by Dr. Ar- 
thur Bing, Cornell ornamental re- 
search laboratory, Farmingdale, 
N. Y., is the use of a Lawn Beauty 
spreader with 36-inch plywood 
wheels attached. The wheels may be 
of any practical size and are used 
to clear taller plants. Iron or other 
suitable material may be mounted on 
the edge of the wheels to prevent 
wear on the plywood. 

Calibration 

It is a simple matter to calibrate 
a spreader of this type. Materials 
needed include a scale and an eaves 
trough the width of the granular 
distributor of the spreader. This is 
used to collect the granules for 
weighing and subsequent calcula- 
tion. 

Assume you are using a 2-foot 
spreader, as shown in an accom- 
panying illustration. After placing 
the granular material in the spread- 
er, attaching the eaves trough and 
recording the setting opening, push 
the spreader 100 feet at normal field 
speed. 

This represents the amount of ma- 
terial applied to 200 square feet or 
approximately 1/218th of an acre 
(43,650 square feet—one acre—di- 
vided by 200 square feet). Take the 
amount of material collected in 
tenths of pounds or pounds and mul- 
tiply by 218. The result equals the 
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amount in pounds that this setting 
will apply to an acre. 

For example, if .5 pound was 
collected in 200 square feet, 109 
pounds would be applied per acre 
(.5218—109). Subsequent calcu- 
lations must be made to determine 
the correct settings for various 
amounts per acre. With adjustments 
in the formula, any size spreader may 
be calibrated. 

Another improvement on existing 
machinery has been devised by Nor- 
man J. Smith, associate county agri- 
cultural agent, Nassau county, N. Y. 
He has adapted a Cyclone spreader 
to a 1-wheel wheelbarrow type of 
fertilizer spreader. 

This machine is excellent for ap- 
plication of granulars, especially in 
tall nursery stock. The machine dis- 
tributes the granules evenly and 
effectively under and between the 
plants in the nursery rows. 


Remove Granules from Plants 


Apply granular materials on dry 
days so that granules will bounce off 
the foliage. To shake off any gran- 
ules which may lodge on the foliage 
even on dry days, it is suggested 
that burlap or other material be 
attached to the application equip- 
ment to brush over plants as treated. 
Granulars may injure perennials hav- 
ing a rosetted growth or broad, hairy 
foliage, which tends to trap gran- 
ules. 

It was found that simazin, atra- 
zine and diuron are promising inso- 
far as general nursery weed control 
is concerned. Amino-triazole proved 
highly effective in the control of 
chrysanthemum weed. These should 
be tested in trial plots before being 
applied to nursery stock on a large 
scale.

Green- 
burgh adopted a new concept in re- 
gard to such zoning in 1957 by re- 
quiring the planting of a 10-foot strip 
on the rim of any new commercial 
development adjacent to homes.

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THE 4-H CLUBS 


In a previous article I commented 
on some of the opportunities nurs- 
erymen are missing by not paying 
more attention to the youth in the 
nation’s 4-H Clubs. With my two 
young sons as members, I have seen 
how fine this organization’s efforts 
are in developing the many interests 
of farm boys and girls not only in 
farming but general civic activities. 
Furthermore, their efforts are not 
confined to farm youth alone but also 
include the homemaking activities of 
girls in small towns and cities, and 
flower gardening and landscaping 
are subjects on which considerable 
interest is expended as well. I also 
remarked that my firm offers prizes 
to girls in the county for projects in 
flower gardening; the interest in this 
is keen and the girls seem to appre- 
ciate the opportunity to win the 
prizes which are identified with my 
firm. 

Watching the work of my sons in 
4-H and the work of the clubs in gen- 
eral, another lost opportunity for 
nurserymen becomes apparent. This 
is in the field of small fruit culture. 

To those not familiar with 4-H 
work, each member must, among 
other things, plan and execute a 
project. This project is supervised 
and encouraged by the club leaders, 
interested laymen and _ professional 
helpers. The project list from which 
they may choose is long and varied 
and may include such obvious farm 
projects as raising a prize steer or 
hog, to such nonfarm projects as 
public speaking, electrical wiring, fire 
prevention or dressmaking. 

Projects Involve Mainly Livestock 

Watching the clubs in action, one 
becomes aware that there is a great 
amount of encouragement from “‘out- 
side” interest for the boys to raise 
prize steers, heifers and hogs. The 
feed companies and the several live- 
stock societies are keenly interested. 
The most important feature of a 
project is learning how to do some- 
thing, while the financial return is 
more or less incidental. These re- 
turns are often augmented by cash 
prizes, trophies and other awards. 
Often, when raising a purebred steer, 
for instance, the actual cost of rais- 
ing the animal will usually exceed 
the selling price even when the labor 


involved is ignored, except in the 
case of the animal chosen as cham- 
pion. In spite of this the projects 
seem to lean almost 100 per cent to 
livestock. 

I cannot help but believe that with 
proper professional and leader en- 
couragement a decided increase in 
the proportion of horticultural proj- 
ects could be made. The field of small 
fruit culture offers a number of 
possibilities; the strawberry, rasp- 
berry, blackberry, boysenberry and 
grape seem particularly ideal. The 
longer-term blueberry and the or- 
chard fruits would perhaps be in- 
teresting only to a member wishing 
to grow them for commerce.

projects the small fruits offer 
several important advantages. The 
capital outlay for the plants is small, 
especially when compared to pure- 
bred livestock. Other than the cost of 
fertilizer there is no continuing out- 
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lay of cash as there is in buying spe. 
cially mixed, highly nutritious feed 
for animals. The principal outlay of 
effort, of course, is the labor of the 
member for cultivation and harvest. 
ing and is the one thing he can easily 
afford to give. 


Couple this thought with the fact 
that many a boy’s father has to op: 
erate a highly mechanized farm 
where he can no longer spare the 
time for a farm garden or farm 
orchard. 

This fact has greatly curtailed 
the amount of locally grown small 
fruit which reaches the market, some. 
thing that becomes apparent when 
one realizes how hard it is to buy a 
nice quart of fresh raspberries in 
season compared to 20 years ago. Our 
section of Maryland has long been 
one of the great strawberry-growing 
areas and yet, with labor difficulties, 
it has been declining in importance, 
and the quality of the fruit that 
reaches the local stores is a disgrace, 
Surely, with encouragement from 
fruit nurserymen and_ professional 
horticulturists, these boys through- 
out the country could be encouraged 
to grow fancy fruit that would win 
them prizes and award them with far 
more cash than they seem to be able 
to get from the effort they must 
expend in raising animals.

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The Nursery !ndustry’s 
Big Challenge: Promotion 


Reported by Kennet! 


Sales promotion, according to 
Richard Wyman, Jr., Wyman’s Gar- 
den Centers, Inc., Framingham, 
Mass., is the greatest challenge the 
nursery industry has faced within 
the past 50 years. Speaking at the 
annual Connecticut nurserymen’s 
short course, at the University of 
Connecticut, Storrs, Mr. Wyman as- 
serted that the reason for the current 
interest in promotion is caused by a 
decrease in sales volume during the 
past two or three seasons. 

He said that businessmen have the 
same problems whether they are sell- 
ing milk, automobiles, appliances, 
trips to South America or nursery 
stock; they are all competing for a 
share of the consumer’s dollar. How- 
ever, consumers find it easy to delay 
purchases of the product nurserymen 
sell. Therefore, nurserymen should 
try harder to convince consumers 
that they want to buy nursery stock 
now. 

Referring to the increase in new 
outlets selling nursery stock and al- 
lied items, he believed this new type 
of competition will not only remain, 
but will expand and definitely affect 
the traditional type of nursery. To 
meet price competition effectively, it 
is necessary for the industry to de- 
termine the strong points of the 
nurseryman and the weak points of 
the new retailer and then capitalize 
on these facts. 

Points in Favor 


In favor of the traditional nursery- 
man is his capacity for greater dis- 
play and larger selection of plants by 
variety as well as by size. The nurs- 
eryman employs trained personnel 
who are able to tell patrons how to 
grow and care for their stock and 
can solve a customer’s planting prob- 
lem. Nurserymen have better facil- 
ities for maintaining plant material 
until it is sold. The services the reg- 
ular nurseryman should supply in- 
clude delivery, installation and credit 
facilities, Mr. Wyman suggested. 

The supermarket and chain-store 
garden centers do not offer the same 
range of material in selection and size 
that the nurseryman can. Their sales 
personnel is untrained in the selec- 
tion and culture of plants, their 
maintenance facilities for plants are 
poor and they are working on a 
short-season basis. But these outlets

will, nevertheless, sell considerable 
nursery stock, Mr. Wyman believes, 
because their store traffic is main- 
tained all year, and because they can 
operate on a much smaller markup 
than the ordinary nurseryman can. 


To meet the price competition in 


the smaller sizes of shrubs, the nurs- 
eryman will have to sacrifice some 
markup on those items handled also 
by the large outlets. However, he 
can maintain his legitimate markup 
on the items not sold at the super- 
market. 


Local Promotions Important 


Relating some of his experiences 


as chairman of the market develop- 
ment and publicity committee of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, Mr. Wyman said that while the 
national association can formulate 
ideas and create sound plans for pro- 
motions, the real work and execution 
of such plans must be carried out on 
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the state and local levels. The na- 
tional association cannot plan any 
specific programs that will solely 
benefit the individual nurseryman 
and his particular business. 

A promotional program, to be 
effective, must first create a demand 
for the nurseryman’s product and 
then impress upon the public why it 
is advantageous to purchase nursery 
stock from a reliable nurseryman. To 
illustrate some of the ways in which 
a promotional program can be car- 
ried out, Mr. Wyman gave examples 
of several of the promotional efforts 
of the Massachusetts Association of 
Nurserymen, This group established 
an attractive, eye-catching trade- 
mark that identifies the members of 
the association. The trademark is also 
featured in other promotions that in- 
clude cooperative advertising, tele- 
vision programs and the development 
of a Massachusetts Nurserymen’s 
Association top-grade fertilizer. 

The last-named venture not only 
supplies revenue for the association’s 
treasury, but displays the trademark 
before the general public at every 
opportunity, thus making the con- 
sumer more conscious of the associa- 
tion and its reliability. This program 
has been so successful that the asso- 
ciation is considering including in it

Year-Round Promotion Essential 


A promotion should be based on 
a 12-month program. Closing the 
business for three months in winter 
isa poor practice, Mr. Wyman feels, 
because the customers have to be re- 
educated each spring when the busi- 
ness is in operation again. Even 
though the customers cannot plant 
in winter, they should be kept think- 
ing about nursery stock by nursery- 
men’s planning and discussing it with 
them. 

Other promotional practices that 
should be carried out include the 
regular supply of news releases to 
all newspapers, cooperation with 
editors and radio and _ television 
program directors, sending out 
pamphlets upon request and close co- 
operation with the state university, 
federated garden clubs and county 
agents.

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The Why and How of 


Vegetative Lawn Planting 


Reported by W. Richard Hildreth 


Presenting one of the featured 
talks on the afternoon program for 
the landscape gardeners’ day, Janu- 
ary 19, at the recent Ohio short 
course held at the Neil House, 
Columbus, O., Ben Warren, War- 
ren’s Turf Nursery, Palos Park, IIl., 
addressed the group on “Vegetative 
Establishment of Lawns” and stated 
that the use of this method of mak- 
ing lawns is growing rapidly and will 
continue to do so for several rea- 
sons, which he went on to describe 
as follows: 


It is not possible to reproduce some 
desirable grass strains, true to par- 
ent, from seeds. This is true of 
creeping bent, zoysia and Bermuda 
grasses. Another important reason 
for the popularity of vegetative 
planting of lawns is the quickness 
of establishing a covering of the de- 
sired grass. Mr. Warren noted that 
this seems to be an ever-increasing 
factor in the average flat lawn and 
for years has been the method to use 
on slopes, where erosion is a prob- 
lem. 


The rapidity of establishment also 
reduces the long maintenance period 
associated with seeding. The critical 
period in most vegetative planting 
of sod, stolons or plugs is two or 
three weeks. When good manage- 
ment has been followed during this 
period, failure will not occur. This 
dependability is not a small factor. 


Recent Nursery Specialty 


Sod, turf or grass nurseries are a 
recent development as compared to 
the history of general nurseries, ac- 
cording to Mr. Warren. Man has 
probably transplanted grass as sod 
for as long as he has planted trees 
and shrubs to decorate and protect 
his buildings, but the growing of 
turf for this purpose did not begin 
to develop as an industry until the 
1920’s. Early in this decade several 
strains of creeping bent were intro- 
duced by the golf association and 
were enthusiastically accepted for 
use on greens, and in some sections 
they became popular as a lawn 
grass. Stolons of these grasses were 
supplied by nurseries, and some 
growers expanded their operations 
to include sod not only of bent but 
of other lawn grasses, principally 
Kentucky bluegrass. 


Mr. Warren stated that vegeta- 
tive planting of lawns is done with 
all of the premanent grasses. The 


creeping bents are planted as stolons, 
plugs, or sod; the zoysias as sprigs, 
plugs, sod and, in a limited amount, 


as stolons, and the bluegrasses as 
sod and some plugs. 


Handling Stolons 


Preparation of planting materials 
for delivery to planting site is some- 


what specialized, and some practices 
are vitally important to successful 
handling. Stolon materials used in 
planting creeping bent should be 
harvested from plantings which have 
been allowed to make their fullest 
vegetative growth without mowing 
except in the flowering and seeding 
stage. Mr. Warren emphasized that 
this control of seed formation is of 
utm« importance in preserving 
strain purity. 


The stolons are cut at the ground 
level and are shredded with an

ensilage chopper or similar machine, 
When different strains are grown, 
thorough cleaning of equipment be- 
tween shreddings is important, to 
guard against mixing of strains. The 
shredded material is bagged for de. 
livery. Prompt handling is neces. 
sary; heating can be a source of dam- 
age to bagged stolons, especially 
when piled or when tightly packed 
on trucks. Mr. Warren indicated 
that, generally, 24 hours’ time is al- 
lowable between cutting and plant- 
ing. 

When planting is delayed longer 
than this, bags should be given 
plenty of air circulation by separat- 
ing the bags; when delay is extreme, 
the stolons should be emptied from 
the bags into layers of three to four 
inches, kept moist and turned. 

There has been little development 
of highly elaborate equipment for 
the preparation of plugs and sprigs 
in the midwest. Elaborate methods, 
even though there have been some 
of extreme interest in local sections, 
have not been widely accepted, and 
materials have been supplied as sod, 
which is reduced to either plugs or 
sprigs by the planter. 


Sod Cutting 


The cutting and handling of sod 
has undergone some radical changes

turf is to be established is an impor- 
tant factor. Locations which will 
have heavy traffic under all weather 
conditions should be carefully pre- 
pared; adequate, rapid drainage 
should be provided. Soil under areas 
such as putting greens, athletic fields, 
bowling greens, etc., are subject to 
severe compaction and should be 
prepared accordingly. The practice 
Mr. Warren recommends is to use a 
mixture of one-third coarse sand, 
one-third organic material and one- 
third native soil. 

eas that are lightly used may be 
sodded directly upon the existing 
soil, even if it is from deep excava- 
tions. Experimental test plots estab- 
lished by Mr. Warren and also by 
the Illinois highway department 
have shown that there is little differ- 
ence in the quality of the turf pro- 
duced on various soil types and un- 
der various soil conditions, even on 
heavy clays which have been com- 
pacted by heavy equipment. 


Grading 


The degree of perfection required 
in final grading is related to the 
variety of grass to be used. Cutting 
heights of one-half to five-eighths 
inch should not be exceeded with 
the creeping bents and are desirable 
with zoysia and Bermuda grass. Such 
mowing requires a very smooth sur- 
face, to avoid scalping. More un- 
evenness may be tolerated for lawns 
of bluegrass and fescue, which should 
be cut one and one-half to two inches 
tall. 

Adequate fertilization is a neces- 
sary part of soil preparation. Mr. 
Warren suggests using analyses such 
as 10-8-4, 10-8-6 or 10-5-5 at the 
rate of 20 pounds to 1,000 square 
feet, raked into the soil just before 
planting. Use of an inorganic ferti- 
lizer is recommended, so that the 
necessary nutrients are made quickly 
available to speed root development. 
In cool weather the release from or- 
ganic materials may be delayed, 
which would prolong the time of 
good root development. 


Sod Placing 


The placement of sod is relatively 
simple. The pieces should be joined 
tightly, to avoid gaps. The edges of 
sod around open areas, as flower 
beds, should be covered with soil. On 
slopes, the long dimension of the sod 
should be placed at right angles to 


the slope, and the pieces staggered, 
so that there are no continuous 
seams. Rolling should be done imme- 
diately after laying under normal 
conditions. Under dry, hot condi- 
tions, rolling may be delayed until 
just prior to the second watering.

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diately after planting, and, with sod, 
it should be enough to saturate the 
sod. Mr. Warren stated that about 
two weeks are required with bent 
stolons and sod to obtain root pene- 
tration deep enough to allow natural 
rainfall to take over. During this 
period, the zone of root formation 
and penetration should be kept 
moist. 

Mr. Warren reported that experi- 
mental work in the Chicago area 
showed that sodding with 34-inch 
sod on a 2 to 1 slope, during a period 
of daily temperatures averaging 85 
degrees, required 14.5 gallons of 
water per yard of sod to establish. 
This water was applied as follows: 
Four gallons immediately after lay- 
ing, and five applications of 2.1 gal- 
lons during the following two weeks. 
Sod cut one and one-half to two 
inches required about 10 per cent 
more water. 


Contracts 


Contracts for vegetative planting 
should include the first watering and 
rolling; some contractors include 
some of the additional watering and 
perhaps a mowing or two. Whatever 
arrangements are made, explicit in- 
structions should be given the cus- 
tomer regarding the care required 
after the contract has been fulfilled. 
Caution the buyer that continual sat- 
uration of sod is more damaging 
than insufficient watering. Mowing 
should be started as soon as there 
is anything to mow. Mow at the 
proper height suggested for the par- 
ticular grass, but mow frequently 
enough so that only clippings less 
than one-fourth that height are re- 
moved. ; 

Mr. Warren emphasized that the 
importance of a proper fertilizing 
program cannot be overstressed. He 
suggests eight to 10 pounds of actual 
nitrogen to 1,000 square feet per 
season and half this amount of phos- 
phoric acid and potash for use on 
Merion bluegrass. Kentucky blue- 
grass will take somewhat less. The 
creeping bents vary somewhat 
among different strains, but general- 
ly will require about the same as 
Merion. Zoysia, for best appearance, 
should be fertilized regularly during 
the warm months. 


Problems 


There are problems associated 
with the vegetative establishment of 
lawns, and these are generally 
brought on by some mistake in han- 
dling. In hot weather the grower 
must be constantly aware of the 
heating hazard. Heating occurs when 
vegetative materials are loaded or 
stacked and is most likely to occur

WESTERN PRESIDENT 
ONCE HOBBY GROWER 


How a hobby of growing flowers 
and shrubs gradually led Fred C.

1926, therefore, he established the 
Hillside Nursery, which he operated 
as a retail firm for 21 years, doubling 
its size in 1944 with a purchase of 42 
adjoining acres. 

Mr. Schnitzler sold the Hillside 
Nursery in 1947 in order “ease 
up a bit” and devote his time to 
wholesale growing. His 20-acre 
Schnitzler Nursery, also at Wichita, 
now supplies local nurseries with 
evergreens and shade trees and serv- 
ices dealers in a number of neighbor- 
ing towns. 


Recently elected president of the 
Western Association of Nurserymen, 
Mr. Schnitzler is a past president of 
the Kansas Association of Nursery- 
men and of local trade groups, hav- 
ing served four years as a delegate 
to the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE © 


By C. W. Wood 








Campanula Allioni 


A New England reader writes that 
he has a market for a limited number 
of blooming-size plants of Campan- 
ula allioni each year, but that he 
had not been too successful in grow- 
ing them to that stage. He says one 
of his customers told him that Farrer 
claims this plant becomes almost a 
weed in a moraine, which was not 
the case with his plants. 

I doubt very much that Campan- 
ula allioni ever becomes a weed in 
an American garden. In fact, I doubt 
if it ever becomes a plant for the 
ordinary gardener in this country. 
As I remember (I do not have a copy 
in the library at the moment), Far- 
rer did say something to the effect 
that the plant may become a weed 
in his “The English Root Garden.” 
I also remember that he said some- 
where that C. allioni is one of the 
most difficult of alpines, that it is not 
easily grown in this country and not 
easily induced to bloom profusely as 
persons who traveled in the Alps say 
it should. 

Before his death, Fred Borsch, a 
careful student of alpines, told me 
that he had much trouble with 
the plant until he found that a com- 
pact, stony soil was the sum of its 
needs in his Oregon climate. As I 
remember it now (I did not make a 
note of it at the time), he dug out 
the soil to 15 inches, mixed stones 
(about the size of walnuts), sand, 
loam and leaf mold and filled in the 
hole with that mixture, tamping it 
down as solidly as he could. It was 
his contention that the plant pre- 
ferred a solid rooting medium. I 
never tried out the idea, because I 
had given up C. allioni as being not 
for me, and pass it along for what it 
may be worth. Knowing Mr. Borsch 
as I did, I should expect it to do just 
what he said it would, other con- 
ditions being what they should be. 
“Other conditions” do not, however, 
include an acid soil, as I was former- 
ly taught, I am sure, for my best re- 
sults, the last time C. allioni was in 
my trials, came from a neutral com- 
post. 

For the benefit of readers who do 
not know the plant, may I give this 
brief description? It (C. allioni or 
C. alpestris, as you may prefer) 
makes a mat of small leaves, variable 
as to size and shape, from narrow, 
linear to quite broad (the broader 


the leaf, the larger the bell), with a 
single flower, like a Canterbury bell, 
blue or white, on 2-inch stems. The 
better forms are among the loveliest 
of the small campanulas. 


Shooting Stars 


While doing some research recent- 
ly on dodecatheon for an amateur 
pul 


cation, I came upon some notes 
written more than a quarter century 
ago, but apparently never used; so I 
am referring to them here, in part 


in answer to an inquiry on dode- 


catheon and for the neighborhood 
growers who should be interested in 
this intriguing group. Before getting 
into the subject, I might say that do- 
decatheon will probably never make 
a grower rich, but I think it safe to 
predict steady sales over the years 
when customers see the blooming 
plants in a show garden. 


If Papa Linnaeus had a 12-flow- 
ered plant before him when he 
named the genus, it is easy to un- 
derstand why he dedicated it to the 


12 gods, as some maintain. Pliny had 
previously used the name, giving it 
to a primrose, which was said to be 
under the care of the superior gods’ 
attention. Then, too, it is a near rel- 
ative of the primrose. Perhaps no 
other large group of American plants 
(it also slips over into Asia, but, 
broadly speaking, it is typically 
American, being found over much of 
the North American continent out- 
side the tropical areas), unless it be 
penstemon, is so much neglected by 
gardeners as is the dodecatheon 
group. Aside from the more or less 
common species of the eastern states, 
D. meadia, the shooting stars are 
quite unknown in their native coun- 
try, the western species being con- 
fined to the plantings of specialists, 
or, in most cases, not known at all. 

Gray, I think, maintained at one 
time that all dodecatheons belonged 
to one polymorphic species; Pax and 
Knuth recognized 30 distinct species, 
and others admit even more. In any 
case, they are so variable even within

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the commonly recognized species that 
it is little wonder that we of the gar- 
dening fraternity are hazy in our no- 
menclature. Just because D. meadia 
may be white or purple, or any one 
of a myriad shades between these 
two colors, is no reason why we 
should not enjoy the plants. Nor 
should a lavender-colored D. cleve- 
landi, which the botanists say should 
be purple with a yellow base, deter 
anyone from growing the plant. Dur- 
ing a lifetime of gardening, I have 
bought scores of variously named do- 
decatheons running alphabetically 
from D. conjugens to D. peticum, 
and I doubt if a single one of them 
even remotely met the botanists’ 
descriptions. But why should that 
make any difference to me as a gar- 
dener? They were all lovely and 
were all worthy of a place in the 
garden. If one enters into a dode- 
catheon adventure in that spirit, he is 
sure to accumulate much good gar- 
den material and, incidentally, will 
have a joyous time doing it; on the 
other hand, if he goes about the task 
with an eye on what the botanists 
have said about them, he is letting 
himself in for a bad headache. 

Finally, there is the fun of prop- 
agating the kinds which one wants to 
increase. That may be accomplished 
by seedage, by division or with root 
cuttings. The first of these, the fa- 
vorite method of most beginners and 
of many old-timers when they are 
not particular as to color, certainly 
has the advantage of being rapid and 
not too difficult. According to ex- 
perience in my trials, best results 
follow when seeds are planted as 
soon as ripe, being sown in an out- 
door frame and being spaced so that 
the plants will not have to be dis- 
turbed during their first season of 
growth. Little top growth is made 
the first year, and heavy losses often 
follow the handling of the plants at 
that time. 

If one has grown an extra-good 
form, perhaps one of surpassingly 
beautiful color (not rare in seed- 
lings), and wants to multiply it, two 
methods, seedage and cuttage, can 
be used. The first is of rather limited 
usefulness because of slowness of in- 
crease, while the latter, although a 
little more difficult, is almost limit- 
less in its possibilities. Division, 
which is accomplished with dode- 
catheon as with other perennials, 
may be done in spring or early au- 
tumn, preferably in autumn, accord- 
ing to my experience, unless the 
spring w ork can be done under glass 
before the plants commence active 
growth. 

Root cuttings offer a more rapid 
means of increase, and the task is

mus kewensis listed there, I was re- 
minded of a planting made years ago 
in my garden which was enjoyed 
many years, until, in fact, the entire 
garden fell upon evil days. The 
planting consisted of the euonymus 
as a ground cover under a wide- 
spreading Cotoneaster racemiflora, 
through which small daffodils 
peeped forth in early spring. It also 
reminded me that gardeners could 
make much more use of the plant, 
with its restrained, prostrate growth, 
clothed in pretty, small (about a 
half inch long), evergreen leaves. It 
must be sterile, for I never saw flow- 
ers on the plants I had. However, it 
is easily grown from cuttings. The 
whole matter also reminds me that 
it is loved of rabbits, because it was 
an infestation of those pests that 
eventually ruined the enonymus 
planting. 


Dianthus John Ball 


I was not looking for anything 
about John Ball when I came upon 
the following note in my dianthus 
file, but it struck my fancy and I 
shall use it now instead of the one I 
was looking for. 

It is funny how things get around. 
A hybrid pink originates somewhere 
in the Old World (the available 
records do not say just where or 
when); more than 100 years ago, an 
English girl married an American 
army officer (Sidebotham) and 
took some of the plants with her 
from her mother’s garden to her own 
new home in the United States, 
where she “grew it in army posts 
from the Presideo to Fort Myer.” 
After her 90th birthday anniversary 
she sent the plant to Fred Abbey, of 
Vermont. 

I put two and two together and 
come up with this: The plant is per- 
fectly hardy in Vermont, which 
means that it should be able to take 
the winters of most sections, accord- 
ing to Mr. Abbey, and it is also 
fragrant. I find that Ingwersen, in 
his Garden Monograph of dianthus,

It all sounds 
most interesting, and I look forward 
to seeing it this summer, late June 
through July, according to Ingwers- 
en. 

The foregoing two paragraphs are 
the parts of the note which are of 
interest for the present. I should add, 
however, that the plant proved all 
that Abbey and Ingwersen said it 
should be, but they forgot to warn 
me that it is susceptible to leaf dis- 
eases; at least it was here in northern 
Michigan and became so badly de- 
bilitated during its second or third 
year in my trials that it succumbed 
during the following winter. How. 
ever, with proper care it should 
thrive and would then be numbered 
among the elite. 


Sedum Cauticolum 


Although Sedum cauticolum re- 
sembles rather closely the better 
known S. sieboldi, there is a place in 
gardens for both kinds, and there is 
a far wider place than they now oc- 
cupy. If one’s objection to stonecrops 
is their rapid spreading, it is not 
valid in the case of these two; on the 
other hand, they are strictly stay-at- 
homes, occupying little space for sev- 
eral years, despite the little spreading 
by means of underground shoots in 
the case of S. cauticolum. It differs 
from S. sieboldi in its leafy inflores- 
cence, opposite-stalked leaves instead 
of sessile ones in threes of the other 
and darker rosy-purple flowers which 
come two weeks or more before those 
of sieboldi. If that does not sound 
exciting, one will have to see the 
plant making merry next September. 
Hardy, indestructible, showy—what 
more can one want in a plant?

WEED CONTROL REPORTS 


The use of Kloben as a pre-emer- 
gence spray for the control of weeds 
is recommended by Peter Lert, San- 
ta Clara county (California) farm 
adviser. He reports that the best 
way to use it is to apply it after 
plants are set out but before weeds 
begin to emerge. 

He recommends that one use two 
pounds of the 50 per cent wettable 
material per acre on light soils and 
up to four pounds on heavy soils. 
It can be applied with a spray rig, 
a hand sprayer or with a watering 
can. Good agitation and even cov- 
erage are necessary for good results. 

Another weed spray  recom- 
mended by the University of Cali- 
fornia agricultural extension service 
specialist is Silvex, a trade name 
for 2-2, 4, 5-Tp, for the control of 
oxalis. Oxalis is one of the weeds 
that are most difficult to destroy and 
cause hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
damage to lawns, to gardens, to 
plants growing in nurseries and to 
vegetable crops. 

Since it is a 2, 4-D type of herbi- 
cide, one must use extreme caution 
with regard to spray drift. In nurs- 
ery rows the operators should use 
a shield-protected applicator. On 
lawns and other noncropped areas 
it seems to be exceptionally safe. 
Applications are made at the rate 
of one ounce of the material in two 
gallons of water. Other names un- 
der which the product is sold are 
Kuron and Weedone Chickweed 
Killer. 

Dr. Kenneth Britt, senior labora- 
tory technician, department of flori- 
culture and ornamental horticulture, 
University of California, Los An- 
geles, made a report recently on 
some tests with weed control chemi-

Amino-triazole may be used for 
spot treatment at the rate of eight to 
ten level tablespoons per gallon of 
water or one-half pound of amino- 
triazole in three gallons of water. 
One man with a hand sprayer 
can eliminate many of these problem 
weeds with one to three passes over 
nursery fields during the growing 
season. By welding a funnel on the 
nozzle of the sprayer, one can prac- 
tically eliminate drift of the chem- 
ical. 

Summary 


Simazin and atrazine are granular 
herbicides that give commercially 
acceptable weed control in nurseries 
without injury to the established 
nursery plants tested. Diuron applied 
to newly transplanted taxus liners 
showed slight chlorotic symptoms; 
however, no injury was noted on the 
established plants tested. Amino- tri- 
azole is excellent for the control of 
chrysanthemum weed, Artemisia 
vulgaris. 

These chemicals: are effective for 
controlling weeds under certain con- 
ditions, and it would be worthwhile 
to consider them for trial use.

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REVIEWS OF NEW BOOKS 











DISEASES AND PESTS 


The third edition of “Diseases and 
Pests of Ornamental Plants,” just 
published by the Ronald Press Co., at 
$10, has been brought up to date by 
Dr. P. P. Pirone, who succeeded as 
plant pathologist at the New York 
Botanical Garden the senior author 
of the previous editions, Dr. B. O. 
Dodge, now plant pathologist emer- 
itus. Dr. Harold W. Rickett, biblio- 
grapher of the garden, continued his 
aid in the organization of the ma- 
terial. 

This authoritative volume, 775 
pages in the third edition, provides a 
comprehensive reference book on the 
diseases and pests that trouble grow- 
ers of plants outdoors and under 
glass. The greater part of the book, 
nearly 600 pages, is given over to 
data presented alphabetically by 
plant name, under which is briefly 
described each of the diseases and in- 
sects found on that particular plant, 
with recommended control measures 
for each. These control measures 
represent not only years of expe- 
rience and testing at the New York 
Botanical Garden, of which this vol- 
ume is an official publication, but 
also the results of research by other 
plant pathologists and entomologists.

conditions. Humidity will be less, 
Initially, water should be applied 
frequently, but then the periods be- 
tween watering should be stretched, 
so that watering is done once a 
week or at longer intervals (10 to 14 
days with larger plants). Some 
smaller plants may require more 
frequent watering. 

Mr. Curto indicated that applica- 
tions of fertilizer are not required. 
There are sufficient nutrients pres- 
ent in the original container to sus- 
tain the plants for a long time (18 
months to 2 to 3 years). The train- 
ing of the plant to this new growing 
condition is accomplished by con- 
trolling the water supplied. 


Maintenance 


Further maintenance would in- 
volve periodic cleaning, pruning, 
thinning and watering of the 
plants. These operations should be 
done once each week at the mini- 
mum. The landscape gardener 
should sell the maintenance along 
with the original job, unless the 
client has a capable person who can 
do the work. Such a person is not 
usually available. This maintenance 
program should be sold on a yearly 
basis, which should include weekly 
maintenance and any replacements. 

Mr. Curto explained that the 
plants should do well the first two 
months, regardless of what is done 
in the way of maintenance. How- 
ever, the client should be made to 
realize that it is not a permanent 
planting, but rather a semiperma- 
nent job. There will come a day 
when part or all of the plants will 
need replacing. 

Initial cost, maintenance cost and 
replacements should be figured in 
the original selling price.

design and a skimpy use of tiny 
plants. Others are more like a jun- 
gle, overcrowded, with little evi- 
dence of design. The design is usual- 
ly up to the individual. 

It should be realized that plants 
have form, texture and color, and it 
is a relatively simple matter to ar- 
range them to look attractive. Con- 
sider from how many sides the 
planter will be viewed. It may be 
desirable in some cases to use a 
single, large, specimen plant with an 
interesting ground cover around the 
base, either plants or some inert 
material. 

An interior planting job should 
not be accepted over the telephone. 
It is best actually to see where the 
planter is located. Make sure a 
truck can get near and that an ele- 
vator is available if needed or that 
access to the planter is easy. Find 
out whether the job is located in an 
urban or downtown area. The plant- 
er may have to be serviced at night, 
which would be costly. Often plants 
are stolen in the unloading process. 


Shiny Leaves 


Mr. Curto indicated that there 
are all sorts of products which can 
be used to polish leaves; however, 
the shine makes real plants look 
artificial. It does not equal the shine 
which can be obtained by rubbing

ELM DISEASE IN ALABAMA 


Elm phloem necrosis, a virus dis- 
ease transmitted by leaf hoppers, is 
widely distributed over approximate- 
ly 16 states, including Alabama. The 
disease has not yet caused such gen- 
eral concern or great damage in the 
south as is common in some of the 
midwestern states, although an out- 
break of considerable proportions 
was observed at Lindale and Rome, 
Ga., in 1951. This outbreak repre- 
sented a probable southward spread 
of about 50 miles from a previous- 
ly known occurrence near Chat- 
tanooga, ‘Tenn. 

Early in July, 1959, officials of 
Maxwell air force base, Montgom- 
ery, Ala., became alarmed at a sud- 
den and rapid dying of elms on base 
property. Subsequently the area was 
examined, and it was estimated that 
at least 40 trees out of approximately 
500 elms on the base were dead or 
dying. Though a few of the trees 
were partially defoliated, most of 
them died so rapidly that the leaves 
turned brown and remained at- 
tached. 

In one area of approximately one- 
half acre, 14 of 20 elms were either 
dead or in various stages of decline. 
Most of these trees had been planted 
in rows, and the disease apparently 
progressed from one end of a row to 
the other, indicating root graft trans- 
mission, reported E. A. Curl, L. L. 
Hyche and N. L. Marshall in the 
Plant Disease Reporter of December 
15, 1959. 

The wood of branches taken from 
diseased trees failed to reveal any 
of the brown streaking characteris-

lation attempts were negative. The 
European elm bark beetle and it, 
typical galleries were found in large 
numbers in infected trees. However, 
the Dutch elm disease fungus wa 
not found in these galleries. 

Further examination revealed the 
butterscotch color characteristic of 
phloem necrosis in the inner bark 
of several trees; also the odor of 
wintergreen was evident in theg 
trees. The disease seemed to be con. 
fined to the air force base, although 
there are many elm trees in the city 
of Montgomery. 

This infestation lies approximately 
80 miles southwest of the earlier case 
in Chambers county and about 250 
miles from an infested area in Jack. 
son, Miss. Officials of the Maxwell 
base planned control measures con. 
sisting of removal of all dead and 
dying elms on the base and either 
an annual spray program or replace. 
ment of dead elms with varieties 
resistant to phloem necrosis. 





TESTS WEED CHEMICALS 


To investigate chemical control of 
weeds and grass in nursery plantings, 
Dr. John F. Ahrens, of the Connect- 
icut agricultural experiment station, 
made tests of several herbicides at 
East Windsor last summer. Some of 
the materials were applied before 
and others after transplanting three 
varieties of 2-year-old taxus liners. 

In the pretransplanting _ treat- 
ments, he found that the herbicides 
CDEC and EPTC effectively con- 
trolled grasses for a 5-week period 
after transplanting, but did not con- 
trol the two kinds of broad-leaved 
weeds common in some of the plots. 
The heavier of two applications of 
EPTC apparently stunted two of the 
three varieties used in the experi- 
ments. Simazine applied as surface 
spray gave highly effective control 
of both grasses and_ broad-leaved 
weeds. At low rates of application, 
none of the three herbicides seemed 
to injure or stunt plants of the three 
varieties used. 

Treatments made six days after 
transplanting, on moist soil which 
became unusually dry during most of 
May, showed that EPTC, CIPC or 
Simazine (in granular forms) gave 
effective control of both grasses and 
broad-leaved weeds. DNBP con- 
trolled only the weeds. 

Dr. Ahrens says that capitata and 
Hatfield yews seem to be more sus- 
ceptible to herbicide-injury than is 
the Browni variety, but further test- 
ing is necessary to clarify this differ- 
ence.

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Techniques for Propagating Plants 


Rooting of Cuttings and Othe: 


A panel discussion on production 
of rooted cuttings and the speaker- 
exhibitor symposium were highlights 
of the final day of the annual Plant 
Propagators Society meeting, held 
recently at the Sheraton hotel, 
Philadelphia, Pa. The propagators’ 
business session and the talks and 
discussions presented during the 
first two days of the meeting were 
reported in earlier issues of the 
American Nurseryman. 

Various methods of rooting cut- 
tings were compared by the mem- 
bers of a panel moderated by Dr. 
W. E. Snyder, department of horti- 
culture, Rutgers University, New 
Brunswick, N. J., in the Saturday 
morning session. 

William Flemer III, Princeton 
Nurseries, Princeton, N. J., the first 
panel speaker, stated that their 
greenhouses require little mainte- 
nance. They have eight houses, 
10x16 feet, and also eight sash 
houses. Deep wells on the nursery 
grounds provide cold water for 
greenhouse cooling, the water being 
sprayed over the glass from a pipe 
on the ridgepole. Producing four 
and one-half crops each year, the 
nursery makes full use of its green- 
house facilities. The slack period of 
late May is devoted to maintenance, 
sand being replaced and any other 
necessary work being done at that 
time. 


Rooting Schedule 


Early spring cuttings of easily 
rooted materials are started in June. 
These root in two weeks and are 
then potted in Jiffy-Pots and moved 
to coldframes. Softwood cuttings are 
taken later, then firmer cuttings 
and, finally, narrow-leaved ever- 
green cuttings, made in the late 
summer and fall. Some of the green- 
houses are devoted to open beds and 
case grafting, and others are used 
for hardwood cuttings during the 
winter months. 

In the winter, all the houses and 
sash houses are full of potted plants. 
Mr. Flemer estimated that the cost 
of this type of greenhouse is about 
$2.50 per square foot, including 
heat. Permanent snow fence shading 
is also installed over the green- 
houses. 

Polyethylene enclosures were dis- 
cussed by Roger Coggeshall, Cherry 
Hill Nurseries, West Newbury, Mass.

The 
burlap is thrown back on rainy days 
and the beds are left open. 

Coldframes were discussed _ by 
Merton Congdon, Congdon’s Whole. 
sale Nursery, North Collins, N. Y,, 
who noted that these enclosures, 
among the oldest facilities devised 
for propagation, account for ap- 
proximately 29 per cent of his nurs- 
ery’s production of rooted cuttings. 

Inexpensive wooden sash without 
glass are covered with Saran plastic, 
and transite replaces wood for the 
sides of the frames. A stratified 
medium is used, with sandy soil at 
the bottom, a layer of peat and a top 
layer of sand for rooting. With over- 
head irrigation, these coldframes 
have proved highly satisfactory and 
inexpensive for propagation, accord- 
ing to Mr. Congdon. 

Henry A. Weller, C. W. Stuart & 
Co., Newark, N. Y., used color slides 
to supplement his talk on outdoor 
mist propagation, which is the chief

Speaker-Exhibitor Symposium 


he afternoon session was the 
speaker-exhibitor symposium with 
Jack Blauw, Bridgeport, N. J., as 
moderator. The first speaker was 
Walter Grampp, James S. Wells 
Nursery, Inc., Red Bank, N. J., who 
spoke on “Propagation Records.” 

» noted that good propagation 
records must have simplicity, con- 
tinuity and accuracy. Information 
jotted on a paper pad must be 
transferred as soon as possible to 
permanent record books and then to 
individual plant labels. Mr. Grampp 
had copies of his record books avail- 
for observation. 

Rooting of softwood cuttings of 
Prunus cistena and P. triloba and 
storage of rooted softwood cuttings 
was discussed by Vincent K. Bailey, 
J. Bailey Nurseries, St. Paul, 
Minn. Pointing out that own-root 
s of Prunus cistena minimize 
suckering and other problems, Mr. 
Bailey said that his firm roots large 
greenwood cuttings in air-condi- 
d greenhouses under full sun- 


[hey are removed from the beds 
in the fall, wrapped in polyethylene 


and stored at a temperature of 40 
to 45 degrees Fahrenheit until May 
before being lined out. He remarked 
that survival in the field is not so 
high with these cuttings as with 
potted plants, but that the cost re- 
duction brought about by this meth- 
od of storage is great enough to make 
the system highly satisfactory. 


Laminate Budding 
A paper, “Laminate Budding,” by 
Don B. White, was read by Dr. John 
Mahilstede. Laminate budding, used 
to overcome incompatibility prob- 


lems, requires two separate budding 
operations, both using the T-bud 
method, three to four weeks apart. 


The desired variety is first budded 
on a compatible stock, up and down 


the stem. Three to four weeks later, 
after the bud is knitted, it is re- 
moved, along with a portion of the 
stock plant, and then budded on its 
permanent stock; so that there is 
actually wood from three plants in- 
volved, the final stock plant, the in- 
termediate wood from the first bud- 
ding and the bud itself. 


“Budding of Hawthorns” was dis- 


cussed by Roy Nordine, Morton Ar- 
boretum, Lisle, Ill. He stated that 
hawthorns are slow to graft and cut- 
tings are difficult to root. Crataegus

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grafting, may be budded in August. 
Wood buds are used, tied with rub- 
ber bands and covered with wax. 
Whips of four to six feet are usually 
produced in two years. Mr. Nordine 
also reported that west coast nurs- 
erymen are using English hawthorn 
seedlings as understock for Paul’s 
Scarlet. 

“Intermittent Flashing Light as 
an Inexpensive Means of Accelerat- 
ing Growth of Seedlings and Rooted 
Cuttings” was reported by Dr. Sid- 
ney Waxman, plant science depart- 
ment, University of Connecticut, 
Storrs. Dr. Waxman displayed a 
demonstration model of his unit, 
containing a photoelectric cell and 
counter that is controlled by light 
intensity. 

This timing device permits more 
mist to be ejected during bright, 
sunny weather than on cloudy days. 
The counter, which turns on the 
mist after every 100 units of count- 
ing, works more rapidly as the light 
intensity increases. He also reported 
that the sensitivity of this unit can 
be adjusted and that no time clock 
is necessary. 


Photoperiod Effect 


In a report of the effects of vari- 
ous day lengths, or photoperiods, on 
plants, it was stated that dogwoods 
under 10 hours of light had no 
growth, but produced continued 
growth at 14 to 16 hours’ light. It 
has also been found that light aids 
the production of shoots from leaf 
bud cuttings of rhododendron. 

Dr. Waxman showed slides to 
illustrate dramatic photoperiod ef- 
fects. Two rooted cuttings of a 
dwarf arborvitae, for example, 
grown under continuous light yield- 
ed 1,200 plants in two years. He also 
reported that one second of light per 
minute during the dark hours was 
more effective on weigela than a 
continuous 16 hours of light. 

Hugh Steavenson, Forrest Keeling 
Nursery, Elsberry, Mo., reported on 
“Tree and Shrub Seedlings Pro- 
duced under Mulch System” and 
accompanied his talk with slides. He 
started by describing the cleaning of 
seeds with the use of a hammer mill, 
the drying of seeds, seedbed prepara- 
tion and the use of allyl alcohol for 
soil sterilization. At present there is 
no completely satisfactory seedbed 
herbicide, but allyl alcohol gives 
gener ally acceptable results at low 
cost. Slides showed seedbeds at va- 
rious stages of seedling growth until 
their final digging.

Inc., Neshanic Station, N. J. Mr, 
Vermeulen uses one part soil, one 
part peat and 20 per cent, by vol 
ume, of Styrofoam for a medium. 

The nursery’s home-made mist 
system operates at 125 pounds’ pres. 
sure and utilizes oil burner nozzles 
as foggers. The percentage of root. 
ing in Jiffy-Pots was the same as 
in clay pots. Three-inch Jiffy-Pots 
are placed in trays for rooting and 
for ease in handling after the plants 
are rooted. Hormodin No. 2 is used 
and, in some cases, Hormodin No. 3, 

Mr. Vermeulen gave the various 
rooting percentages obtained with 
this method and reported that it 
seems to have commercial possibili- 
ties. In closing, he stressed the im- 
portance of a well-drained, aerated 
medium. 


Propagating Miniature Roses 


The next paper was “Propagation 
of Miniature Roses,” by Tom Kyle, 
Jr., Spring Hill Nurseries, Tipp City, 
O. Because of the popularity they 
have gained in the past 10 years, 
miniature roses have become impor- 
tant. There are presently over 50 
varieties, adaptable for both indoor 
and outdoor culture. 

Propagation is by hardwood or 
softwood cuttings, at 60 degrees F,, 
in a medium of sand and perlite. 
Cuttings are usually two to two and 
one-half inches long and root in ap- 
proximately 20 to 30 days. Rooted 
cuttings are potted in 2%-inch clay 
pots in a mixture of soil and peat 
that has been fumigated. 

After potting, the plants are hard- 
ened and moved to frames, where 
they receive liquid fertilizer. Both a 
spray program and good sanitation 
are necessary for disease and insect 
control. 

Air Layering Evergreens 

The final paper was “Air Layering 
of Pine and Spruce,” by James R. 
Feucht and F. L. S. O’Rourke, de- 
partment of horticulture, Michigan 
State University, East Lansing, 
Mich., and was presented by Dr. 
O’Rourke. 

In this procedure, taken as a the- 
sis problem by Mr. Feucht in his 
work at Michigan State University, 
a ring of bark was removed with a 
special tool in which two razor 
blades are mounted. After the re- 
moval of bark, a ball of sphagnum 
was wrapped tightly around _ the 
wound and then tied tightly with 
overlapping strips of polyethylene 
film, so that rain water would not 
penetrate.

I 
think the time has come to select 
larger-flowered clones and propagate 
them asexually if they are markedly 
better than the species. 


C. k. rubra—Named in 1952 
(April issue of Popular Gardening) 
by Ben Blackburn from a plant orig- 
inating at Kingsville Nurseries, 
Kingsville, Md. The flower bracts 
are a soft pink, deepening to rose 
pink. However, many plants fre- 
quently have a branch or two show- 
ing this color variation in the flower 
bracts, and the amount of this varia- 
tion will vary from year to year.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
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EFFECT OF DROUGHT 


The owner of a $200,000 city 
home deducted $10,300.35 from his 
income when making a tax retum, 
The deduction was based upon the 
ground that drought had killed 17 
trees on the property and was coy. 
ered by a clause of the income tax 
law allowing deductions for losses of 
property not connected with trade or 
business if caused by fire, storm or 
other casualty. 

The government challenged the 
deduction, and the United States 
Court of Appeals, eighth circuit, de. 
cided that the tax court was war- 
ranted in finding that the taxpayer 
failed to prove that drought had 
killed the trees. 

The case involved conflicting views 
of expert witnesses. 

Here are the principal passages of 
the court’s opinion (Kemper vs. 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
269 Fed. 2d 184.): 

“The fact question revolves main- 
ly about the testimony of two wit- 
nesses, Norman Klein, who testified 
in behalf of petitioner, and L. J. 
Gier, whose testimony was _ intro- 
duced by the respondent. 


Arborists’ Testimony 


“In connection with the testimony 
of witness Klein, the tax court} 
stated: 

“*The only witness who testified 
that the trees died of drought was 
Norman Klein, who said he was an | 
arborist and had been employed by | 
petitioner for about 20 years “to take | 
care of his trees.” He said he usually 
inspected them three times a year, 
and that he had inspected them “sev- 
eral times during 1954.” He could} 
not recall when he had inspected the } 
trees in 1954 prior to the time he was } 
called to petitioner’s home to exam- 
ine the dead trees and determine the 
cause of death. 

“There was evidence to the effect 
that there had been a drought in this | 
area, not only in 1954, but also in the f 
years 1952 and 1953. Without giving f 
any basis for his conclusion, Klein 
gave it as his opinion that the trees 
died of drought. Later he said 
drought was the “primary” cause. 
He said he examined some but not | 
all of the dead trees and found some 
separation of the bark, indicating | 
phloem necrosis, and some tunneling 
in the bark, indicating beetle activ: f 
ity. There were also some borers. 

“ ‘He said the other trees on peti- 
tioner’s property were not affected 
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by the drought but, he added, they 
were growing in lower places. Many
